A M a ry sv ille M a n W h o Is G o in g E x te n ­ 
siv e ly I n to th e B u sin ess. 
M a r y s v i l le , May 28th.—There has been 
a great growth of interest in olive culture 
of late in this part of the Slate, particularly 
in the foothills. 
A number of orchards 
have been set out this year. S. J. Seger- 
strand of Smartsville left to-day for Eu­ 
rope, where he will make a study of olive 
culture in all its branches, visiting France, 
Spain and Italy with that object. Before 
he returns he will organize in his native 
country (Sweden) a colony for the purpose 
of olive-growing in this section. He will 
not limit the membership to Sweden, but 
proposes to make it a cosmopolitan colony. 
There are numerous old olive trees in good 
bearing in this neighborhood, and in the 
foothills they show that the soil and cli­ 
mate are well adapted to the industry. 
Judge Sullivan of San Francisco deliv­ 
ered an address to-day at the picnic of the 
Young Men’s Institute in Nelson's Point 
Grove on the Feather river, in Sutter 
county.

G e o r g e t o w n , May 28th.—A fire broke 
out here last night about 10 o'clock in the 
carpenter-shop of H. M. Dains. iu which 
there was an engine and boiler. The build­ 
ing was completely destroyed, and, the fire 
extending, consumed the residence of W. 
Reed, which had just been completed, also 
the extensive barns aDd stables of A. A. 
Francis and A. Orelli. There was no wind 
blowing at the time, or a much larger area 
of the town would have been burned over. 
The total loss is about $10,000. There is a 
partial insurance on the barn.

DEXTER COMPLAINS OF THE FRE­

C R O N IN ’S M U R D E R E R S .

C h ic a g o , May 2Sth.—Detective Daniel 
Coughlin, Patrick O'Sullivan, the ice-man, 
and Frank J. Black, alias Woodruff, were 
indicted by the Grand Jury this evening for 
the murder of Cronin. This result was 
reached afier an investigation which began 
at noon and lasted seven hours, during 
which two dozen witnesses were examined 
and a mass of evidence was considered. 
The three prisoners were included in one 
indictment, in which there were three 
counts: one charging them with killing 
Cronin with a blunt instrument. Second, 
alleging the use of a sharp instrument, and 
third, using instruments and means un­ 
known. No evidence was introduced to 
prove a conspiracy, and Dr. Cronin’s pri­ 
vate papers were not placed before .‘he 
Grand Jury. 


TIGHTENING TH E COILS. 
> 
The witnesses who were called were 
those whose stories have been told in the 
press. 
District 
Attorney 
Longenecker 
thought it advisable to tighten the coils 
into which the three prisoners had already 
been drawn and fasten them with indict­ 
ments. This is probably to prevent any 
attempt to secure a release of one or more 
of them on bail. The Grand Jury took 
only one vote after hearing the witnesses, 
and that was unanimous for indicting all 
three of the prisoners. 
District Atrorney Longenecker said to­ 
night that no mention of the Clan-na-Gael 
affairs had been made in the jury-room. 
The charge of conspiracy and Dr. Cronin’s 
papers will be taken up later, probably be­ 
fore another Grand Jury. 


TH E JU RY Y’ISIT TH E COTTAGE. 
The Coroner's jury went to Lake View 
this morning and inspected the blood­ 
stained cottage. They returned this after­ 
noon, and will take e'vidence. P. O. Sulli­ 
van, the ice man, was arraigned to-day. 
The case was continued, and he was held 
without bail. The Grand Jury began an 
investigation into the case to-day. It is 
expected indictments will be returned this 
afternoon. Rumors of all sorts, in regard 
to the alleged arrests, are flying about, but 
cannot be verified. 


A DETECTIVE’S STORY'. 
The Daily News has the following : De­ 
tective Robert Bruce, who has been con­ 
ducting a private agency in this citv, 
walked into Lieutenant Elliott’s office this 
morning, and said that several months ago 
Alderman McCormick offered him $1.100 
to kill Dr. Cronin. Bruce, who had just 
returned from a three months’ stay in 
Texas, says McCormick paid him $100 in 
advance, and agreed to p3y the remaining 
$1,000 when the job was done. Bruce de­ 
clares that McCormick told him to feign 
sickness in his office, and then send for Dr. 
Cronin and kill him. Bruce says he took 
the $100, SDent it for liquor, and never 
made a move toward carrying out the con­ 
tract. Bruce bears a rather unsavory char­ 
acter, and the police do not place any reli­ 
ance in the world in his story. He has 
been in numerous scrapes in this city. 
The ice man, Sullivan, and the police 
officials declare that the statement pub­ 
lished this morning to the effect that he 
had made a confession laying bare the en­ 
tire details of the plot for the murder of 
Dr. Cronin is false. 
An afternoon paper professes to have in­ 
formation to the effect that nothing like a 
sweeping confession was secured from him. 
An admission, it is said, was obtained 
that one of the men who hired the Carlson 
cottage had sought work from him and 
would be frequently about his place. That 
be told this young man of the terms of his 
contract witn Cronin, and that the young 
man could have secured one of his cards if 
he so desired. It will be remembered that 
one of Sullivan's cards was used to lure Dr. 
Cronin from his home. The Coroner's 
Jury, after viewing the blood-stained cot­ 
tage at Lakeview and the place where the 
body was found, adjourned the inquest un­ 
til to-morrow. 
CRONIN’S CLOTHING FOUND. 
Mrs. Hamburgher, a widow, living at 
1542 Diversy street, has turned over to the 
police some articles of clothing which may 
have belonged to Dr. Cronin. Her two 
boys, aged 9 and lljyears, while playing in 
the wood Sunday, about a mile from where 
Cronin’s body was found, discovered in the 
bushes a woolen undershirt, a pair of draw­ 
ers and a vest. Nothing was found in the 
pockets of the vest to aid in the identifica­ 
tion, and from the fact that the clothing 
was scattered about, it is supposed that it 
had previously been overhauled. The boys 
did not tell their mother of the discovery 
until that night. On hearing of it she sent 
them back to get the clothing, and notified 
the police. Captain Schaack’s men, it is 
claimed, cautioned her and the boys not to 
say a word about the find to any one, and 
it leaked out by accident. A reporter 
called on Mrs. Hamburger to-night, but 
she said that she had been instructed not 
to talk. The police officials were equally 
mute. 
Captain Wing says he has a witness not 
yet known that will be able to identify the 
men who rented the Carlson Cottage. 
The two warrants for Daniel Coughlin 
and Patrick O’Sullivan are the onlv ones 
that have been issued in the case. "Eight 
other warrants were placed in the hands 
of the detectives to-day, and taken to 
different parts of this city and lakeview. 
Detectives immediately began to shadow 
eight different suspects. The warrants are 
not intended for use save in such an emer­ 
gency as would arise from an attempt 
of any of the men to leave the city. 
The Mayor and Chief of 
Poiice are 
greatly incensed at the way informa­ 
tion gathered at the investigation has 
been allowed to leak out. The Mayor 
learned to-day that T. T. Conklin, the 
saloon-keeper with whom Cronin resided, 
has been paying regular visits to a news­ 
paper office. Conklin has been taken into 
almost the full confidence of the police, 
who relied on his discretion, owing to his 
great and constant clamor for avenging his 
friend’s death. Nobody is any longer dis­ 
cussing the possibility of prisoner Congh- 
lin squealing. The ex-detective has plainly 
defined his platform. Upon being urged to 
tell all he knew, be replied in these words; 
“ 1 am innocent and know nothing ; but 
if I were guilty and did know anything. I 
would die before I would tell it.” 


A STARTLING CONFESSION. 
The most sensational development so far 
in the investigation of the Cronin case was 
announced late to-night, in the shape of a 
new confession by Black, alias Woodruff, 
in which he tells the whole story of his 
connection with Cronin’s murder. It seems 
he was not directly connected with the 
murder itself, but simply acted as driver of 
the wagon which disposed of the dead 
man’s body. Woodruff has been taken by 
Captain Schaack to the scene of the m ur­ 
der, to the sewer where the body was 
found, and 
to 
the place where the 
trunk was first 
seen. 
He gave the 
driving 
directions 
to 
the 
detectives, 
and 
in 
every 
instance 
located 
the 
exact places. According to his confession 
he was directed, and those who had charge 
of that part of the conspiracy (and whose 
names Captain Schaack reserves for rea­ 
sons that are palpable), to go to Dean's 
livery stable, where he would obtain a 
horse and wagon. He was instructed to 
drive the outfit to the neighborhood of the 
Carlson cottage, and also knew for what 
purpose he was to go there. He arrived at 
the cottage about 
TWENTY MINUTES REFORE DR. CRONIN 
Was driven up. Three quarters of an hour 
after Dr. Cronin entered the cottage, the 
man who is known as Williams onened 
the front door of the cottage and signaled 
Woodruff, who at once drove up, and as­ 
sisted by the third man the trunk was 
loaded into the wagon and Woodruff di­ 
rected to drive eastward to the Lake, at a 
certain point which Woodruff has desig­ 
nated to Captain Schaack. 


TH E TRUNK AND ITS CONTENTS 
Would have been deposited in the lake 


had not an interruption 
come in the 
shape of the approach of a polieemau. 
This caused a change of plans, and imme­ 
diate steps were taken to get out of the offi­ 
cer's way. 
A circuitous 
route finally 
brought them again to the Evanston road, 
and as they had now been driving for 
nearly an hour with their ghastly load, one 
of the men suggested the sewer. They 
stopped at Fifty-niuth street and the top 
was taken off the manhole, and the trunk 
lifted from the wagon. It was impossible 
to put the trunk into the manhole, and as 
the key had been lost, the top was kicked 
in. the body put iu the sewer, and the trunk 
again placed in the wagon. They then 
started again for the cottage, intending 
there to burn the trunk, but on reaching 
the spot where the trunk was found they 
heard a noise of wagon wheels, and, throw­ 
ing the trunk out of the wagon, drove 
rapidly in another direction. At Fullerton 
avenue \Y oodruff's companions bade him 
good-night and left him. The remainder 
of the confession is devoted to Woodruff's 
wanderings in his attempt to sell the horse 
and wagon. 
He also states that there is nothing in 
the woman story first told by him. The 
names of King and Fairburn were those of 
two old friends which occurred to him at 
the time of his first story. Thev had noth­ 
ing whatever to do with the case. 


REPUDIATE THE COLCMNIES.

its friends or its policy as iu the slightest 
degree connected with the assassination. 
Deploring this great crime we express onr 
earnest hope that swift justice will over­ 
take all responsible for his death. 


B A L T IM O R E ’S SEN SA T IO N . 


A F rie s t

B a l t i m o r e , May 28th —On the street, in 
clubs, and everywhere the one topic of con­ 
versation to-day has been Rev. Henry 
Greenfield Schorr’s Sunday morning sui­ 
cide. as published in an oiit-of-towu paper, 
to which he had sent both his correspond­ 
ence and that of the woman he loved, as 
well as her name. Schorr evidently was a 
peculiar man, taking his ineals at an ex­ 
pensive hotel, and having comfortable 
rooms at the St. Paul’s Parish House, a fa­ 
vorite with a fashionable (fongregation of 
St. Paul's, where he was assistant rector. 
He constantly refused to talk about his pa­ 
rents. who live in an humble way, in an 
obscure part of town. Having borrowed 
their savings he was ashamed of them. He 
gave many false reasous for his periodical 
gloom. First a friend had committed sui­ 
cide because he had urged payment of a 
debt: then a mythical sister was seriously 
ill in Brooklyn. Schorr was buried to-day. 
A reporter called this evening at the 
luxurious home of Mrs. Margaret M. Smith 
at No. 1219 North Charles street, the woman 
whom Schorr savs ruined his life. Her ap­ 
pearance betrayed the fact that she has 
suffered a great deal recently. She is tall 
and slender, has very dark expressive eyes 
and black hair. 
She looked to be about 
forty years of age. The “letiers published 
were true,” she said, “but Schorr's act in 
sending love letters was the act of a coward 
and was done because she would never 
marry him. At the time I wrote them I 
really did care for him, but I told him 
I could not marry him, for I was a 
woman much older than Mr. Schorr, in 
fact, he was a boy to me. I know nothing 
of his family, and he would never tell me 
anything about them. His continued at­ 
tentions won my regard, and I did learn to 
love him, but always told him I could 
never marry him. I think he was crazy, 
and his action of sending my letters and 
picture to a paper was the act "of a coward. 
The last paragraph in the newspaper is ab­ 
solutely false, and was written in a spirit 
of revenge.”

Darl­ 
ing. relieve your mind of all tears of dis­ 
covery now or in the future. In any event, 
do not leai’e England until I see vou once 
again.”

This time it was 
the High School building on Fourth street 
which was set afire. Persons passing by 
discovered the blaze in its incipiency and 
soon had it extinguished. Kindlings had 
been piled up against the aide of the house 
and ignited. ^ Russell and Murphy, tramps, 
arrested at Napa on suspicion of starting 
three fires Sunday, May 19th, in this city, 
were held this morning to appear before 
the Superior Court on the charee of arson, 
with bail in $2,500 each.

PETALUMA ITEMS. 


Commercial Importance 
of 
Petaluma 
Creek—High License. 
P etalum a, May 28th.—W. H. Heure, 
Major of Engineers, U. S. A., applied to the 
Board of City Trustees, in its session last 
Saturday evening, for information and 
statistics relative to the commercial import­ 
ance of Petaluma creek, so as to place the 
same before Congress for consideration in 
connection with Congressional appropria­ 
tions in the river and harbor bill. The 
importance of Petaluma creek, considered 
in connection with the Petaluma and 
Sebastopol Railroad with the creek one of 
its terminal points, cannot be overestimated, 
and public sentiment is fully alive to its 
commercial importance. A committee con­ 
sisting of McNear, Toor and Worth were 
appointed to gather the desired informa­ 
tion.Petaluma public schools close their doors 
for a lengthy vacation on June 7th.

DEXTER COMPLAINS OF THE FRE­ 
QUENCY OF MURDERS. 


New Developments in the Cronin 
M urder Mystery—Three Men 
Indicted—Races, Etc. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECOF.D-VXION.] 


CRONIN’S MURDERERS. 
D aniel C oughlin, P atrick O’Sullivan and 
B lack Indicted. 
Chicago, May 28th.—Detective Daniel 
Coughlin, Patrick O'Sullivnn, the ice-man, 
and Frank J. Black, alias Woodruff, were 
indicted by the Grand Jury this evening for 
the murder of Cronin. This result was 
reached afier an investigation which began 
at noon and lasted seven hours, during 
which two dozen witnesses were examined 
and a mass of evidence wa-¡ considered. 
The three prisoners were included in one 
indictment, in which there were three 
counts; one charging them with killing 
Cronin with a blunt instrument. Second, 
alleging the use of a sharp instrument, and 
third, using instruments and means un­ 
known. No evidence was introduced to 
prove a conspiracy, and Dr. Cronin's pri­ 
vate papers were not placed before the 
Grand Jary. 


T IG H T E N IN G T H E CO ILS. 
The witnesses who were called were 
those whose stories have been told in the 
press. 
District Attorney Longenecker 
thought it advisable to tighten the coils 
into which the three prisoners had already 
been drawn and fasten them with indict­ 
ments. This is probably te prevent any 
attempt to secure a release of one or more 
of them on bail. The Grand Jury took 
only one vote after hearing the witnesses, 
and that was unanimous for indicting ail 
three of the prisoners. 
District Atrorney Longenecker said to­ 
night that no mention of the Clan-na-Gael 
affairs had been made in the jury-room. 
The charge of conspiracy and Dr. Cronin’s 
papers will be taken up later, probably be­ 
fore another Grand Jury. 


TH E JU R Y V ISIT T H E COTTAGE. 
The Coroner's jury went to Lake View 
this morning and iuspected the blood­ 
stained cottage. They returned this after­ 
noon, and will take evidence. 1’. O. Sulli­ 
van, the ice man, was arraigned to-day. 
The case was continued, and he was held 
without bail. The Grand Jury began an 
investigation into the case to-dav. It is 
expected indictments will be returned this 
afternoon. Rumors of all sorts, in regard 
to the alleged arrests, are flying about, but 
cannot be verified. 


A D E TE C TIV E ’ S STO R Y. 
The Daily News has the following : De­ 
tective Robert Bruce, who has been con­ 
ducting a private agency in this citv, 
walked into Lieutenant Elliott’s office this 
morning, and said that several months ago 
Alderman McCormick offered him $1.100 
to kill Dr. Cronin. Bruce, who had just 
returned from a three months’ stay in 
Texas, says McCormick paid him $100 in 
advance, and agreed to pay the remaining 
$1,000 when the job was done. Bruce de­ 
clares that McCormick told him to feign 
sickness in bis office, and then send for Dr. 
Cronin and kill him. Bruce says he took 
the $100, spent it for liquor, and never 
made a move toward carrying out the con­ 
tract. Bruce béars a rather unsavory char­ 
acter, and the police do not place any reli­ 
ance in the world in his story. He has 
been in numerous scrapes in this city. 
The ice man, Sullivan, and the police 
officials declare that the statement pub­ 
lished this morning to the effect that he 
had made a confession laying bare the en­ 
tire details of the plot for the murder of 
Dr. Cronin is false. 
An afternoon paper professes to have in­ 
formation to the effect that nothing like a 
sweeping confession was secured from him. 
An admission, it is said, was obtained 
that one of the men who hired the Carlson 
cottage had sought work from him and 
would be frequently about his place. That 
be told this young man of the terms of his 
contract witn Cronin, and that the young 
man could have secured one of his cards if 
he so desired. It will be remembered that 
one of Sullivan's cards was used to lure Dr. 
Cronin from his home. The Coroner’s 
Jury, after viewing the blood-stained cot­ 
tage at Lakeview and the place where the 
body was found, adjourned the inquest un­ 
til to-morrow. 
cronin’s clothing found. 
Mrs. Hamburgber, a widow, living at 
1542 Diversy street, lias turned over to the 
police some articles of clothing which may 
have belonged to Dr. Cronin. Her two 
boys, aged 9 and lljyears, while playing in 
the wood Sunday, about a mile from where 
Cronin’s body was found, discovered in the 
bushes a woolen undershirt, a pair of draw­ 
ers and a vest. Nothing was found in the 
pockets of the vest to aid in the identifica­ 
tion, and from the fact that the clothing 
was scattered about, it is supposed that it 
bad previously been overhauled. The boys 
did not tell their mother of the discovery 
until that night. On hearing of it she sent 
them back to get the clothing, and notified 
the police. Captain Schaack’s men, it is 
claimed, cautioned her and the boys not to 
say a word about the find to any one, and 
it leaked out by accident. A reDorter 
called on Mrs. Hamburger to-night, but 
she said that she had been instructed not 
to talk. The police officials were equally 
mute. 
Captain W iDg says he has a witness not 
yet known that wii’l be able to identify the 
men who rented the Carlson Cottage. 
The two warrants for Daniel Coughlin 
and Ratrick O'Sullivan are the onlv ones 
that have been issued in the case. Eight 
other warrants were placed in the hands 
of the detectives to-day, and taken to 
different parts of this city and Lakeview. 
Detectives immediately began to shadow 
eight different suspecls. The warrants are 
not intended for use save in such an emer­ 
gency as would arise from an attempt 
of any of the men to leave the city. 
The Mayor and Chief of Police are 
greatly incensed at the way informa­ 
tion gathered at the investigation has 
been allowed to leak out. The Mayor 
learned to-day that T. T. Conklin, the 
saloon-keeper with whom Cronin resided, 
has been paying regular visits to a news­ 
paper office. Conklin has been taken into 
almost the full confidence of the police, 
who relied on his discretion, owing to his 
great and constant clamor for avenging his 
friend’s death. Nobody is any longer dis­ 
cussing the possibility of prisoner Cough­ 
lin squealing. The ex-detective has plainly 
denned his platform. Upon being urged to 
tell all he knew, he replied in these words : 
“ I am innocent and know nothing ; but 
if I were guilty and did know anything. I 
would die before I would tell it.” 


A STAR TLIN G CON FESSION. 
The most sensational development so far 
in the investigation ol the Cronin case was 
announced late to-night, in the shape of a 
new confession by Black, alias Woodruff, 
in which he tells the whole story of his 
connection with Cronin's murder, ’it seems 
he was not directly connected with the 
murder itself, but simply acted as driver of 
the wagon which disposed of the dead 
man’s body. Woodruff has been taken by 
Captain Schaack lo the scene of the mur­ 
der, to the sewer where the body was 
found, and to the place where the 
trunk was first seen. 
He gave the 
driving directions to the detectives, 
and in every instance located the 
exact places. According to his confession 
he was directed, and those who had charge 
of that part of the conspiracy (and whose 
names Captain Schaack reserves for rea­ 
sons that are palpable), to go to Dean's 
livery stable, where he would obtain a 
horse and wagon. He was instructed to 
drive the outfit to the neighborhood of the 
Carlson cottage, and also knew for what 
purpose he was to go there. He arrived at 
the cottage aoont 
T W E N TY M IN UTES REFO R E D R . CRONIN 
Was driven up. Three quarters of an hour 
after Dr. Cronin entered the cottage, the 
man who is known as Williams opened 
the front door of the cottage and signaled 
Woodruff, who at once drove up, and as­ 
sisted by the third man the trunk was 
loaded into the wagon and Woodruff di­ 
rected to drive eastward to the Lake, at a 
certain point which Woodruff has desig­ 
nated to Captain Schaack.

shape of the approach of a policeman. 
This caused a change of plans, and imme­ 
diate steps were taken to get out of the offi­ 
cer's way.

They 
stopped at Fifty-ninth street and the top 
was taken oil the manhole, aud the trunk 
lifted from the wagon. It was impossible 
to put tbe trunk into the manhole, and as 
the key had been lost, the top was kicked 
in. the body put iu the sewer, and the trunk 
again placed iu the wagon. They then 
started again for the cottage, intending 
there to burn the trunk, but on reaching 
the spot where the trunk was found they 
heard a noise of wagon wheels, and, throw­ 
ing the trunk out of the wagon, drove 
rapidly in another direction. At Fullerton 
avenue \\ oodrulFs companions bade him 
good-night and left him. The remainder 
of the confession is devoted to Woodruff's 
wanderings in his attempt to sell the horse 
aud wagon. 
He also states that there is nothing in 
the woman story first told by him. The 
names of King and Fairburn were those of 
two old friends which occurred to him at 
the time of his first story. Thev had noth­ 
ing whatever to do with the case. 


R EPU D IATE TH E COLU M N IES. 
New Y ork, May 25th.—At the regular 
meeting of the Municipal Counsel of the 
Irish Nati' nal League to-nieht, the follow­ 
ing resolution was adopted: Resolved, 
that we most emphatically condemn the 
brutal murder of Dr. Cronin, and that we 
repudiate the columnies that seek in any 
way to involve the Irish National League, 
its friends or its policy as iu the slightest 
degree connect-ii with the assassination. 
Deploring this great crime we express otir 
earnest hope that swift justice will over­ 
take all responsible for his death. 


BALTIM ORE’S SENSATION. 
A Priest Suicides Because a Widow 
W ould Not M arry Him . 


B a l t i m o r e , May 28th —On the street, in 
clubs, and everywhere theone topic of con­ 
versation to-day has been Rev. Henry 
Greenfield Schorr's Sunday morning sui­ 
cide. as published in an oút-of-towu paper, 
to which he had sent both his correspond­ 
ence and that of the woman he loved, as 
well as her name. Schorr evidently was a 
peculiar man, taking his meals at an ex­ 
pensive hotel, and havjng comfortable 
rooms at the St. Paul’s Parish House, a fa­ 
vorite with a fashionable Congregation of 
St. Paul's, where he was assistant rector. 
He constantly refused to talk about his pa­ 
rents. who live in an humble way, in an 
obscure part of town. Having borrowed 
their savings he was ashamed of them. He 
gave many false reasons for his periodical 
gloom. First a friend had committed sui­ 
cide because he had urged payment of a 
dept; then a mythical sister was seriously 
ill in Brooklyn. Schorr was buried to-day. 
A reporter called this evening at the 
luxurious home of Mrs. Margaret M. Smith 
at No. 1219 North Charles street, the woman 
whom Schorr says ruined his life. Her ap­ 
pearance betrayed the fact that she has 
suffered a great deal recently. She is tall 
and slender, has very dark expressive eyes 
and black hair. She looked to be about 
forty years of age. The “letters published 
were true,” she said, “but Schorr's act in 
sending love letters was the act of a coward 
and was done because she would never 
marry him. At the time I wrote them I 
really did care for him, but I told him 
I could not marry him, for I was a 
woman much older than Mr. Schorr, in 
fact, he was a boy to me. I know nothing 
of his family, and he would never tell me 
anything about them. His continued at­ 
tentions won my regard, and I did learn to 
love him, but always told him I could 
never marry him. I think he was crazy, 
and bis action of sending my letters and 
picture to a paper was the act'of a coward. 
The last paragraph iu tbe newspaper is ab­ 
solutely false, and was written in a spirit 
of revenge.”

B r a i d w o o d (111.), May 28th.—Eight com­ 
panies of the Fourth Regiment, Illinois 
National Guard, pitched tents on the Chi­ 
cago, Wilmington and Vermillion coal 
lands at the “ J ” shaft this morning, and 
are now scouting the Italian quarters. 
Twenty-five miners have been arrested. 
On their persons were found knives and 
revolvers. It is asserted that the Italians 
are rallying at the Godley Coal, the City of 
Clark, Gardner and Brakeville mines' for 
an attack.

Everything was quiet until 10 o’clock 
this morning, when a body ot strikers 
moved in the direction of the place where 
the militia were encamped. A comDanv 
of militia was deployed with fixed bayo'- 
nets and surrounded the strikers, making 
them prisoners, without resistance. While 
they were held under cover of the guns ot 
the military, the Sheriff and a posse dis­ 
armed the strikers, who were found to be 
thoroughly provided with knives and pis­ 
tols. Several prisoners were identified as 
among those who took part in the rioting 
yesterday. These are held under guard, 
and will he sent to Joliet this afternoon. 
It is reported that the strikers are gather­ 
ing at the mines in various parts of the 
county, with a view to a combined attack 
on the military. Serious trouble is ex­ 
pected.

MRS. M AYItltlCK, 
Strong Evidence that she Caused H er 
H usband's Death. 
London, May 28th.—The inquest on the 
body ot May brick, whose death ¡3 supposed 
to have been caused by poison administered 
by his wife, was begun to-day. Michael 
Mavbrick. a brother ot the deceased, ami 
Alice Japp, the nurse, were examined. 
The testimony is very damaging, and re­ 
lated how Mrs. Mavbrick was discovered 
in changing the contents and labels of 
medicine bottles, and that a couple of par­ 
cels labelled poison were found in her room, 
aud that notwithstanding the precautions 
Michael Mavbrick took, his brother grew 
worse aDd died in a short time. 
The nurse also produced a letter, and 
told how Mrs. Maybrick had given her a 
letter to post and that while on the way to 
do this she dropped it in the mud. In 
opening the letter with the intention of 
placing it in another envelope, she noticed 
it coutained a number of endeariug words.

A l.BIO N ’S BLUFF. 
E ngland T hreatens to I’revent Seizures 
of H er Sealers tu B ehring's Fea. 


V i c t o r i a (B.C.), May 28th.—It is known 
from the Wst authority that Admiral Hene- 
age, with the flagship Swiftsure. accom­ 
panied by the war ships Amphion and 
Icarus, two torpedo boa:s and the man- 
of-war Champion, now en route to this 
port, will proceed to Behring's sea not later 
than June 15th. 
When the report became common gossip 
very little else was talked of on the streets. 
The Amphion is the finest cruiser which 
ever visited this coast, and one of the finest 
in the British navy. 
What gave strong color to the prevailing 
idea that Great Britain will not permit any’ 
seizure* of her sealers this year, is the fact 
that before sailing for Behring's Sea the 
captains of the various schooners were as­ 
sured they would receive protection, and, 
in the event of trouble, the British fleet 
would stand by them. 
Speculation is rife here as to the outcome 
of the dispute. It is stated that sailors on 
the warships have been busy preparing for 
a long cruise, taking three months’ patent 
fuel, etc. The Senate committee sails for 
the sound in the morning. 


CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES. 
De Cassaganc C ensured- A Lively Dis­ 
cussion. 


I ’ a r i s , May 28th.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-dsv Laguerre gave notice that, 
he would interpellate the Government in 
relation to the delay of the Senate in mak 
ing a report in the case of Gen. Boulanger 
President Meline replied that while h e w f.s 
desirous to respect tbe liberty of the Tribune, 
it would be impossible to ailow Laguerre 
to make such an interpellation. The Sen­ 
ate, he added, was entirely independent in 
this matter, for the issue was of a judicial 
character. Tbe Chamber had no right of 
power to interfere. 
Considerable debate and much confusion 
followed. De Cassagnac finally said: “ If 
the Deputies retained any feeling ot shame, 
of courage, or of duty, they would vote to 
allow Laguerre to proceed with his inter­ 
pellations.” 
The Chamber, after passing a vote cen­ 
suring De Cassagnac. proceeded with the 
order of the day by a vote of 305 lo 216. ^ 


FIR E OX SHIPBOARD. 
XArrow Escape ut One 
the C anard 
Steam ers. 
London, May 28;h.—The Cunard steam­ 
ship Servia, from New York for Liverpool, 
has ariived at Liverpool on tire. The 
llames were first noticed alter the steam­ 
ship had left QueeDstown, where some 
fifty passengers leit her. Tbe fire was dis­ 
covered in the forehoid. in the cargo, 
which in that portion of the bold con­ 
sisted mostly of bales of cotton. The tire 
was kept under control until the steam­ 
ship reached Liverpool. The passenger» 
were then hurried ofi and the tire extin­ 
guished after much difficulty, without loss 
to life. The cargo wa9 greatly damaged 
by fire, and a great quantity of water was 
poured in. The fire must have smoldered 
since the Servia left New York. May 18th.

I t is now conceded that Dr. Cronin, of 
Chicago, w a s murdered by those related to 
some of the Irish societies of the country 
th a t have foreign politics at the base of 
th eir organization. 
The Irishm en who 
are sincere in their American citizenship, 
but who are still solicitous th a t their na­ 
tive soil shall be ruled by the Irish, have 
every reason to regret that there are Irish 
associations which resort to violence and 
assassination 
to work 
th eir revenges. 
W hen it comes to a comparison there is no 
distinction between the “hatchet men” of 
the Chinese secret conclaves who are ap­ 
pointed to do murder, and the hatchet 
men of Caucasian associations. 
There is 
no condemnation th a t the first deserve 
th at is not equally th e due of the other. 
T he American people are growing thor­ 
oughly wean- of these intrigues and m ur­ 
derous plots by foreigners against foreign­ 
ers in this country. 
The cause that apol­ 
ogizes for them, or in any degree palliates 
such oflenses, must not expect any other 
sentim ent to be entertained in this coun­ 
try concerning it than th a t of detestation 
and abhorrence. 
The leaders of the Irish 
cause owe it to themselves and the interest 
they represent to do som ething more than 
repudiate these crimes by resolution. This 
people will not subm it to the countrv be­ 
ing made the bloody ground for the 
wreaking of revenges engendered in the 
promotion of interests th at aim their 
shafts against powers with which we are 
at peace. 


T h e rebellion in H ayti appears to b e 
taking shape for the ascension of Ilippo- 
lyie to power. 
If he wins, we may look 
for barbarons treatm ent of the unfortu­ 
nates who are captured. Civilization ap­ 
pears to have very little influenced the 
H aytiens in their methods of making war, 
or in their treatm ent of the vanquished. 
T he w ithholding of the w arrants of in­ 
struction of the Commissioners of the 
U nited States to inquire into the actual 
condition of affairs in H ayti, very proba­ 
bly is intim ately related to the news of 
the expected ultim ate trium ph of Ilippo- 
lyte. 
I t is not unlikely that the chronic 
state of unrest in the island, aud the dis­ 
position of the people to be always at the 
horrible work of cutting one another's 
throats, may before long induce interfer­ 
ence by civilized powers to insure a stable 
form of Government to H ayti. 
W hen it 
comes to that, the A m erican Republic will 
rightfully claim the foremost right to de­ 
term ine the fate of the turbulent island. 
The M inister representing the French R e­ 
public lias em phatically disavowed any 
secret treaty between France and H ayti, 
but our own Government, w hile receiving 
the statem ent deferentially, has evidently 
not entire faith in it, and is prepared in 
case any coup d’etat is attem pted 
to 
checkm ate the am bition France has long 
enteitaincd to dominate upon the island. 


T in : R iver Commission created by the 
late Legislature was wisely intended. 
Its 
capacity for good to the State is almost 
incalculable, if the purpose of its creation 
is adhered to. 
A t present the Commission 
is in the midst of a deplorable disagree­ 
m ent among its members. 
T he sooner 
these difficulties are adjusted the better. 
The work planned for the Engineers is of 
th e highest im portance, and should be 
entered upon as soon as possible. 
The 
Commission will have it in its jiower to 
greatly enlighten the jteople upon the true 
coudition of the navigable rivers of the 
¡State, what is absolutely necessary to l>e 
done, and how much we have a right to 
expect from th e G eneral G overnm ent In 
the m atter of the restoration of the full 
navigable capacity of the rivers and their 
protection from damage ; the needs of the 
great valleys in the m atter of drainage, 
the treatm ent of the rivers with drainage 
and land reclam ation in view, etc. 
Iu 
lact, the m atters th at will come w ithin the 
seojie of the exam ination of the Commis­ 
sion, directly and 
indirectly, are of first 
importance to all the people of the State, 
and they therefore view w ith no small 
concern the differences in the Commission 
that threaten to im pair its usefulness.

COLONEL HAMILTON’S EARLY-DAY 


HORSESHOE CANNON. 


A n I n te r e s tin g R e m in is c e n c e o f th e 
W a r W ith t h e S a c s a n d F o x 
I n d ia n T r ib es. 


Major-General Schuyler H am ilton, 
of 
N ew Y ork, responding to E. D e Forest, at 
this city, says of Colonel W . S. H am ilton, 
w ho is buried here, that at the breaking 
out of the Sacs and Fox war, in the North­ 
w est, Colonel H am ilton was m ining for 
lead in W isconsin. 
H is place was called 
H am ilton’s Diggings. 
W ith the rising of 
the Indians the terror-stricken inhabitants 
o f the neighborhood scarcely knew how to 
escape from the tom ahawk and scalping- 
knife of these very numerous warriors, and 
w ho were renowned for their sk ill in war 
and their fierceness in battle. 
A t this 
juncture the training of Colonel H am ilton 
at W est Point stood him in good service, 
and he proceeded to rally the people and 
prepare for a vigorous defense of the sec­ 
tion. 
H e caused a large stockade to be 
constructed of logs, with two bloek-houses 
on corners diagonally opposed. 
T he sec­ 
ond story of each house was set on diag­ 
onally to the square of the lower story, 
thus giving to the sides of the block-houses 
eight outlooks. 
The buildings were cov­ 
ered with green hides to protect them from 
the fire arrows of the Indians, by which 
they usually cast flaming matter upon 
buildings. 
T he stockade was thoroughly 
loopholed for musketry, but the Colonel 
had no artillery. 
The great Gustavos Adolphus of Sweden 
made light artillery by wrapping green 
hides about copper tubes. 
AVhen the hides 
shrunk they fitted the tubes as tightly as 
the rawhide does the saddletree, and thus 
was made a gun both light and efficient. 
Probably Colonel H am ilton did not know 
this, for, says the General, “ I did not learn 
it until years after I had left W est Point 
the Colonel did not, therefore, probably 
have information concerning it from what 
he learned there. 
But he was a m an of in ­ 
finite resource, and he proved equal to the 
occasion. 
H e took bars of horse shoe iron 
and secured them on a suitable wooden core, 
then putting the w hole into a mold he cast 
about the device m olten lead, and thus pro­ 
duced quite ellective guns, especially after 
the breeches had been 
reinforced with 
straps of horse shoe iron. 
A ll the inhab­ 
itants of the vicinity were invited to come 
into the fort, the men bringing their wives, 
families, live stock and housenold “ plun­ 
der ’’ gladly to this shelter. 
And here s 
successful stand was made against the sav­ 
ages, all of which is a matter of record in 
the history of the Indian wars of the W est, 
and o f which few in this day have a true 
realization as to all tbeir fierceness and 
terror. 
Prior to this fort-building. Gov­ 
ernor Dodge of W isconsin had had words 
w ith Colonel H am ilton in the heat of po­ 
litical contention. 
H am ilton was a W hig, and Dodge a 
Democrat. 
The former having lashed the 
latter with his tongue, literally sharper 
than a sword. Governor Dodge challenged 
Colonel H am ilton to mortal combat. 
The 
Colonel accepted, and nom inated “ coffee 
and rifles,” but deferred the m eeting until 
the Indian war should be over. 
W hen 
peace was proclaimed. Colonel H am ilton 
informed Governor Dodge that he was at 
his service, bat the latter wrote in reply 
that be could never draw a bead on a man 
w ho had shown so m uch public spirit 
and gallantry, and he requested leave to 
withdraw the challenge, and begged that 
they m ight be friends. 
They did become 
friends, and ever after each spoke nobly 
and kindly of the other. 
Governor Dodge 
told the story of this matter to General 
Schuyler H am ilton, when Governor Dodge 
and Governor Doty were Commissioners to 
treat with the W innebagoes, at Fort A tchi­ 
son. Iowa, on the Zezig-ne-shun-ne-gar, 
ot Turkey river, in about 1842-3. 
General H am ilton says the modest m on­ 
um ent be proposes w ill be made in New 
Y'ork and shipped here. 
It w ill be of the 
modern style, which is low and massive, 
w ith a base 3x3 feet, 15 inches thick, and a 
shaft 2x2 feet and 3 feet 9 inches in bight. 
T he pyramidal top rising one foot, with a 
three-inch plinth. 
On one side he pro­ 
poses to have cut a cross, on the other to 
have fitted the bronze m edallion of the 
illustrious patriot, Alexander H am ilton. 
This medallion has already been cast and 
the General pronounces it “ fine.” 
The 
General returns his thanks to Mr. De For­ 
est, and the friends in Sacramento who 
have moved in the matter of putting a 
suitable stone over the grave of one of the 
dead of his fam ily. 
H e tenders his thanks 
to the City Trustees for the plot, and only 
regrets that he is not able to expend more 
m oney upon it. 
A m eeting was held yesterday by a num ­ 
ber of citizens to provide u.substructure for 
the m onum ental stone that the H am ilton 
fam ily propose to erect in the City Ceme­ 
tery. H . W einstock was called to the chair. 
M ayor Gregory stated that the rem ains of 
Colonel H am ilton were yesterdav removed 
to the new tract to a central pla’t, 18 by 18 
feet, alloted by the city. 
It was resolved 
tuat as Californians, those present and all 
w ho choose to unite, would provide the 
foundation for the m onum ent and for the 
reception and setting up of the stone. 
Architect W. H . H am ilton believed that 
a m ound of rubble—granite pieces broken 
in the quarry, would be appropriate to be 
surmounted by the m onum ent, and the 
idea was generally indorsed. Secretarv of 
State Hendricks, VV. H . H am ilton and C. 
H . Cum m ings were appointed a com m ittee 
to solicit the grande from the I’tison Com­ 
m issioners in charge of the State's granite 
quarries. 
Mayor Gregory, Rev. J. F. von Herrlich 
and J. A. Woodson were appointed a com ­ 
m ittee to consider the advisability o f hav­ 
ing a lecture on the life and character of 
H am ilton, to raise tbeneeded funds for the 
foundation and the facing of the m onu­ 
m ent. 
The Chairman was instructed w hile 
en route to Europe to stop in New Y’ork 
and call upon and consult members of the 
H am ilton fam ily relative to the character 
of the m onum ent proposed, and to consult 
with General Schuyler H am ilton concern­ 
ing his com m unications!1© Mr. D e Forest in 
reference to the m onum ent. 
Ilev. Mr. Massey, Dr. G. L. Sim m ons, 
Mr. De Forest, O. 
E. Grunsky, Mayor 
Gregory aud others made remarks upon 
the subject in hand, and the m eeting then 
adjourned subject to the call of its com ­ 
m ittees.

W ashington, M ay 28th.— R eports from 
th e New Y ork N avy-yard are to th e effect 
th a t nearly all th e steel fram es for th e a r­ 
m ored cruiser M aine are now in place and 
th a t gratifying progress is being m ade in 
th e oonstuction of th e vessel. 
To give 
visible evidence of how th e sh ip w ill ap­ 
pear when com pleted, a m ost elaborate 
m odel, about four feet long, has been m ade 
a t the W ashington N avy-yard an d placed 
in Secretary T racy's office. 
It represents a 
vessel of over 6,000 tons, as fine in lines as 
is consistent w ith th e pow er required to 
bear up the enorm ous a rm am en t of about 
forty guns, ranging from four great ten-inch 
rifles dow n to sm all revolving cannon. 
T he hoise-pow er w ill be 9,000, an d cal­ 
culated to drive th e vessel a t seventeen 
k n o ts’ speed, b ut th e principal point of in ­ 
terest about the ship is tb e fact th a t apart 
from the m onitors she w ill be th e first 
vessel b u ilt since th e w ar th a t is really 
iron-clad, relying n ot on protective Ueel 
and deflective decks, but on a solid belt of 
heavy steel arm or encircling h er vital parts. 
A ll of the details o f construction are moat 
cunningly w rought in m in iatu re in the 
m odel, even to th e capstan-engines, and 
th e delicate m achinery of tw o SO foot tor­ 
pedo-boats, w hich th e M aine w ill carry on 
h e r d e c k s . ____________
